¢ faries for our Fleet, retuto’d laft Thurfday, to 
‘the great Satisfaction of our Admiralty. We 

¢ prefs Seamen with great Rigeur, to put on b 
+ the King’s Ships, and our Ficet will foon be rea- 
# dyto Sail, but in Cafe of Neceffity, eight Men 
t of War are already in a Condition to put to Sea. 
* The Captain Vaudrof is arrived this Day with 
* two Ships, laden with what fell to the King’s 
‘Share at the Partition of the City of Wifmar. 
‘This Day the Prahm of anew fort of Fabrick, 
$ was launch’d in the King’s Prefence ; which fuc- 
* ceeded to the Satisfaction of his Majefty and the 
Admifalty. This Peaher isof a prodigious Length, 
‘ and carries 16 Cannon of 36 Pound Ball, and 16 
18 Pound Ball. 
“Copenhagen, April 5. * We have no News from

In the mean time the 
‘Turkifh Common People are outrageous far Peace, 
and feem ready for an (nfurre€tion againft the Sul- 
tan, if he docs not make it ; which oblip’d him 
to fend away in Hafte an Effendi to the two 
other Minifters that are at Niffa, with Orders to 
begin the Treaty with our Plenipotentiaries with- 
out Delay. The faid Effendi has therefore by ani 
Exprefs defir’'d M. Dalman to to the Place 
of Treaty. The Infteu€tions for Count Virmond 
to affift in this Treaty, are delivered to him, but 
"tis obferv'd, that thefe Inftru€tions are not from the 
Eeapcrver himfelf, as are alfo thofe of M. Dalman, 
but from Prince Eugene, as Prefideat of the Coun- 
cil of War. "Tie pretended to be known, that 
the Turks feek only toobtain a Ceffation of Arms 
for fome Months, but that is what will be roundly 
denied them.
